Council Continues to Urge 
County for the NCOZ Zone

On Wednesday, August 19, 
Mayor Colin Byrd drafted a let- 
ter to the Prince George’s County 
Council stating that the city is 
“advocating strongly for the cre- 
ation of the Greenbelt Neighbor- 
hood Conservation Zone (NCOZ) 
as a tool for protecting exist- 
ing density, height and massing 
within historic Greenbelt.” This 
was the result of a 5 to 1 vote 
occurring in the Monday, August 
10, regular city council meeting 
concerning sending the letter and 
an accompanying memorandum 
from Director of Planning and 
Community Development Terri 
Hruby, which “provides some 





context to the city’s comment 
The council asks for the district 
council's “favorable consider- 
ation of the city’s comments,” the 
result of “multiple city council 
work sessions, Advisory Plan- 
ning Board (APB) meetings and 
in consideration of comments 
received by stakeholders.” 

This course of action result- 
ed from concern over the dele- 
tion of the Residential Planned 
Community (R-P-C) Zone in the 
new County Zoning Ordinance. 
The letter says that “not only 
does the NCOZ address concerns

Royal Farms Developers Give 
Proposed Site Plan to Council

Representatives of RF Green- 
belt RE, LLC, came before 
the Greenbelt City Council on 
Wednesday, September 2 to 
present their Detailed Site Plan 
(DSP) of a proposed Roy- 
al Farms to be constructed on 
the east end of the intersection 
of Capitol Drive and Green- 
belt Road. This proposal will 
be coming before the Prince 
George’s County Planning Board 
on Thursday, September 24, di 
manding action from the council 
at their Monday, September 14 
meeting. Attorneys Tom Haller 
(for the project) and Richard 
Alter (for the ownership of the 
property) were present. Previous- 
ly, the project came before coun- 
cil and the Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) on April 11 and 
August 1 of 2018. A Preliminary 

















Plan of Subdivision (PPS) was 
approved on the condition that, as 
part of the Golden Triangle site, 
a traffic cap — resulting from a 
maximum of 912,000 square feet 
of office space or other uses ~ be 
established. 

The plan is for a 4,649- 
square-foot food and beverage 
store, with a total of 16 pumps 
on eight gas bays, as well as a 
separate 4,368-square-foot com- 
mercial building, whose use has 
yet to be determined. A decora- 
iive wall and vegetated buffer 10 
feet wide, containing 150 shrubs, 
five shade trees and 20 ormamen- 
tal trees, is also proposed. The 
architecture will follow along the 
lines of other Royal Farm loca- 
tions, using ston r, brick 
veneer and cementitious siding.

The commercial building site 
has raised four concerns among 
planning staff. First, the zone 
only permits the following uses: 
cating or drinking establishments 
(excluding drive-through ser- 
vice), a bank or savings and loan 
association and the office of a 
medical practitioner. Second, the 
DSP would end up clearing ex- 
isting trees, impinging woodland 
conservation. Third, the devel- 
opment could impact the historic 
Toaping Castle site. Last, there 
are concerns about the internal 
vehicular circulation pattern lead- 
ing to conflict points that would 
result from the double driveway 
proposed to access the second 
site. 

Couneil was keen to get more 
information on the use of this 
additional site in order to make 
a better final decision on the 
project. Alter said that it is still 
being explored and that the ap- 
plicant would be amenable to 
coming again before council with 
a separate DSP. A medical use 
was generally seen as the best 
outcome, if developed at all, 
as there was council interest in 
keeping it forested. 

Couneil was concerned about 
effective stormwater manage- 
ment at the site in general and 











impact on the existing system. 
The applicant presented a system 
in line with state and county re- 
quirements, able to handle a 100- 
year storm event. They under- 
stand that they will be required 
to deal with all water coming 
through the area and believe 
that their final system will be 
an improvement. The cutting of 
trees will be needed to build their 
system, yet they expressed that 
they would reforest the north end 
of the property as a compromise. 

Other related concerns from 
staff were: the lack of electric ve- 
hicle charging stations, a need for 
lighting that would preclude spill- 
over lighting effects, a desire for 
Green Building Practices, an ex- 
ploration of bicycle lanes or shar- 
rows on Capitol Drive connecting 
to bike lanes on Greenbelt Road, 
a need for the applicant to work 
with the State Highway Adminis- 
tration (SHA) to have only right 
in/right out movements at the 
unsignalized intersection of Capi- 
tol Drive and Greenbelt Road to 
ayoid dangerous left turns and, 
lastly, the applicant providing 
an analysis of the unsignalized 
intersection of Walker Drive and 
Capitol Cadillac to establish an 
“acceptable level of service.”

Planner Molly Porter, the appli- 
cant expressed a willingness to 
address these concerns, includ- 
ing installing electric vehicle 
charging stations at a future date 
and providing the basic infra- 
structure, protecting the historic 
site with fencing and providing 
an additional interpretive panel, 
exploring having only one drive- 
way, using dark-sky lighting, 
using only an 18-foot sign as 
requested, using aggressive and 
sustainable Green building stan- 
dards and offering $3,500 to be 
used at the city’s discretion for 
bike lanes/amenities. 

Haller said that the site has 
been subdivided and planned for 
development since 1975, having 
been bought by Royal Farms 
several years ago, and there are 
no environmental impediments 
to construction like wetlands or 
specimen trees. The current trees 
are second growth, planted after 
a prior development phase. 

Haller expressed that the ap- 
plicant is open to working with 
the city and pertinent agencies 
like the SHA, county and state 
to move this project forward and 
that Greenbelt is “a great market” 
for a development that will be 
a “unique” addition to the com- 
munity.

Mishkan Torah Programs 
Zoom into the High Holidays

Like other congregations and 
faith communities worldwide, 
Greenbelt’s Mishkan Torah Syna- 
gogue has had to adapt to the 
coronavirus pandemic. Weekly 
Shabbat services, bar-and-bat 
mitzvah and awards ceremo- 
nies, board meetings and social 
events have been taking place 
on Zoom since late March, The 
Karp Family School, which offers 
after-school and weekend cla 
in Hebrew language and Jewish 
religion and culture to children 
aged 5 to 13, went online in the 
spring. After taking its regular 
summer break, it will be starting 
up again in the fall with a new 
director, Todd Kliman, and a 
student-driven, project-based ap- 
proach to learning. 

The High Holidays of Rosh 
Hashanah (the liturgical new 
year) and Yom Kippur (Day of 
‘Atonement) draw many Jews to 
the synagogue even if they don’t 
attend during the rest of the year. 
These holidays are a time for 
reflection, repentance, renewal 
and personal growth. For many 
people, the idea of not attending 








services in person is deeply sad 
and disappointing. 

To fill this gap, Mishkan To- 
rah leadership has developed a 
program of safe, accessible High 
Holiday services and activities 
that are open to members and 
the wider community, although 
pre-registration is required. Rosh 
Hashanah Zoom services will take 
place on Friday, September 18 at 
8 p.m. and Saturday and Sunday, 
September 19 and 20, at 10 a.m, 
Outdoor, socially distanced events 
to blow the shofar and sym- 
bolically cast off sins through the 
Tashlich ritual are also planned. 
Yom Kippur Zoom services in- 
clude Kol Nidre at 6:30 p.m. on 
Sunday, September 27 and morn- 
ing services on September 28 at 
10 a.m.

related to the removal of the R- 
P-C Zone, but perhaps, more im- 
portantly, it addresses the unique 
development patterns of Historic 
Greenbelt where traditional resi- 
dential zoning categories cannot 
be applied. 

The letter thanks the “hard 
work of the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission (M-NCPPC) staff, espe 
cially Chad Williams, in drafting 
the Greenbelt NCOZ” and states 
that the “city looks forward to 
working closely with the county” 
on this effort 

The letter concludes by say- 
ing that it is “imperative that 
the Greenbelt NCOZ is adopted 
concurrently with the Countywide 
Sectional Map Amendment to 
ensure the character and guiding 
principles of historic Greenbelt do 
not go unprotected. 

The memorandum states that 
the Greenbelt NCOZ requires the 
completion of a NCOZ Neighbor- 
hood Study, whose purpose is “to 
specify the development context 
of the proposed NCOZ.” 

The Draft Greenbelt NCOZ 
Neighborhood Study by the M- 
NCPPC was released on March 
20 and was used “as the founda- 
tion for the development of the 
Draft NCOZ Development Stan- 
dards.” It is this that city plan- 
ning staff and Greenbelt Museum 
Director Megan Searing Young 
reviewed to derive their clarifi- 
cations and corrections included 
in the memo. Hruby said that 
“overall staff does not have any 
major concerns with the study.” 
She adds that both the M-NCPPC 
study and development standards 
“are a draft and intended to spark 
stakeholder review and com- 
ment.” 

Staff derived a comprehensive 
list of recommended revisions. 



























The list included a revision of 


the 65 percent land development 
requirement for an NCOZ (M- 
NCPPC indicated that only 59.9 
percent was currently developed); 
a revision of the NCOZ Maxi- 
mum Density “for Residential 
Block map to show the correct 
density caps for the area along 
Plateau Place and Ridge Road” 
including the “open space/park- 
land in the density calculations 
within the residential blocks,” and 
a density of zero dwelling units 
at the residential block at Roos- 
evelt Center, and Forest Preserve 
and GHI woodlands; density 
standards only on single-family 
homes at Lakewood, Woodland 
Hills, Lakeerest, Lakeside and 
Parkbelt Homes subdivisions; a 
cap “not to exceed a cumula- 
tive sum of 60 percent of the 
gross floor area of the original 
dwelling unit as it existed when 
construction was initially com- 
plete” on additions or expan- 
sions to existing single-family 
detached townhouses, two-family 
or three-family units; any altera- 
tions to commercial buildings at 
Roosevelt Center shall “reflect 
the massing and architectural 
character of existing commercial

structures; residential accessory 
structures including but not lim- 
ited to sheds, fences and porches 
shall be permitted;” demolition 
of two-family, three-family, town- 
house dwellings and commercial 
and multi-family buildings al- 
lowed only if the unit is 
character, style, scale and period 
of construction” with others in 
“immediate neighborhood;” “new 
dwellings shall not exceed 40 
feet in height for multi-family 
dwellings and 30 feet in height 
for any other dwelling;” and 
“reduce the maximum allowable 
height of new commercial and 
mixed-use buildings from 40 feet 
to 30 feet.” 

According to the Prince 
George’s County Planning De- 
partment, the Countywide Sec- 
tional Map Amendment (CMA) 
is the second phase of the Zon- 
ing Ordinance Rewrite project, 
adopted on October 23, 2018, 
which “contains the rules that 
determine what can be built and 
where in Prince George’s County 
and the rules that govern new 
development or redevelopment. 
The CMA (with the exclusion 
of Laurel) exists “to apply the 
new zoning regulations to land 
in the county and transition the 
existing zone to the most similar 
zone contained in the new Zoning 
Ordinance. 

Byrd stated in his letter that 
“without an NCOZ, there will be 
no means to review and approve

How Does This Newspaper 
Get to Its Gentle Readers?

The News Review has mul- 
tiple ways of getting to its read- 
Many read it electronically, 
though each week we send a 
bunch of paper copies out by 
USS. Postal Service to folks who 
still have a hankering for their 
News Review, sometimes after 
decades living elsewhere. A 
significant number of papers get 
to readers via boxes and rac! 
around town ~ for example, there 
is a box at the Greenbelt Metro 
Station, a rack in the Franklin 
Park laundry and boxes at bus 
stops like the ones outside God- 
dard Space Flight Center, In all 
we have 10 boxes and a similar 
number of indoor racks 
g Papers 

A curious reader may ask how 
all these newspapers get to their 
destination. And the answer, like 
most News Review answers, 
it depends. As in yesteryear, 
a fleet of carriers of all age: 
though mostly school-aged youth, 
distribute them house to house 
around most condominium devel- 
opments and the center of Green- 
belt, There are 25 carriers and 
about 30 routes (some carries 
do more than one). The carriers 
are paid for each route and paid 
extra if the newspapers are 20 or 
more pages because the papers 
are heavier and they may need to 
make two forays. 

The newspapers get out to 
the boxes and carriers via our 
two contractors, Alan Burt takes 
care of the carriers and drops in 
the center of the city, and Amina 
Khalifa and her grandson Alexan- 
der handle most of the boxes and 
racks in East and West Greenbelt. 
Both distributors have been with 
us now for a few years and a 
highly dependable, conscientious 
and a joy to work with. 

Circulation Manager 

This is all coordinated by the 
circulation manager, who lines up 
substitute carriers when needed, 













































determines how many newspa- 
pers should go to each location 
and handles any concerns read- 
ers have about deliveries, At 
the moment, the work is being 
done by a News Review member 
who already has a job and a new 
long-term person is m 
there’s an ad on page 5 
weeks are unremarkable, with an 
oceasional alarm and excursion 
and no requirement to shift pa- 
pers around ~ it can all be done 
electronically, from home. As 
with all News Review member 
roles, a small dividend accrues to 
the member for their pains. 
Delivery Requests 
Unlike a paid-for newspa- 
per like the Washington Post, 
the News Review distributes to 





















every address. Occasionally, 
a homeowner does not wish to 
receive the paper, is away for a 
while and asks for delivery to 
be discontinued or has a special 
requirement for where it is to 
be put. This is a challenge for 
the carriers because they don’t 
operate from a list — they just 
walk from one house to the next 
and are not checking addres: 

whereas the Post carrier works 
down a list which has every ad- 
dress on it and stopping the paper 
means one address just isn’t there 
to serve. So, though the News 
Review does its best to oblige 
on resident requests, there’s no 
guarantee that such requests can 
be reliably fulfilled.
